But, the celebrating was shortlived, for on the two succeeding Saturdays the “‘blue and white” found 
the going extremely rough, CANTON WALLOPING NEEDHAM 25 to 0 and CONCORD CRUSH- 
ING NEEDHAM 34 to 7. The following week, though, the form displayed against Norwood re- 
turned, and NEEDHAM BATTLED DEDHAM to a 7 to 7 draw. Natick, another powerhouse 
and the next opponent on the schedule, proved to have too much, and NEEDHAM FELL TO NA- 
TICK 33 to 14. The pattern of play changed here, and by way of a last quarter rally NEEDHAM 
TIPPED WALPOLE 13 to 6. The irregular and unpredictable nature of the team’s efforts continued, 
however, and the following games found NEEDHAM NIPPED BY FRAMINGHAM 12 to 7 in 
the closing minute of play, and then NEEDHAM TRIPPING LEXINGTON 18 to 7. In the season’s 
finale, and Turkey Day classic the “‘blue and white” maintained their winning pace, two games for 
the first time, and NEEDHAM UPSET FAVORED WELLESLEY 18 to 13. 

During the season Needham piled up 103 points to their opponents’ 137. Of these 103 points the 
majority can be accredited to Co-Captain Carl Parker and Charlie Hasenfus, the team’s high scorers.

CLEANLINESS PREVENTS FIRES 


Cleanliness is the essence of fire safety. That makes it easy to take a few extra pre- 
cautions and convert spring cleaning into Spring Clean-Up, sponsored locally by the 
fire department. 


The work of spring cleaning actually hasn't been radically changed, but its value has 
been re-assessed. As a result, spring cleaning is more vital than ever — but only 
if it is done thoroughly enough to bring about fire prevention as well as cleanliness. 


It would be simple enough to make Needham a model fire-resistant community if 
every resident would realize that nine out of ten fires could be prevented by the re- 
moval of obvious fire hazards, such as unnecessary accumulations of debris. Is there a 
forgotten stack of old newspapers in your attic? 


Heating plants and chimneys, almost certain to be dirty after winter-long use, should 
be cleaned and repaired if necessary. Clean and repair dirty and defective electrical 
equipment. Replace frayed extension cords. Keep oily rags in covered metal 
containers. Don’t use flammable cleaning fluids. Use nonexplosive cleaners. Clean 
yards and grounds as well as interiors of buildings.
